$3 million

Fort Erie is the first munic¬ 
ipality in Niagara to make a 
financial commitment to a 
new hospital in the south¬ 
ern tier of the region. 

At Monday's regular coun¬ 
cil meeting, Fort Erie coun¬ 
cil unanimously voted in 
favour of setting aside $3 
million over an extended 
period of time, which could 
last up to 25 years. 

The location proposed to 
the Ontario government by 
the Niagara Health System's 
provincially-appointed 
supervisor Kevin Smith is 12 
hectares of property at the 
northwest corner of 
Montrose and Lyons Creek 
Roads. 

Fort Erie Mayor Doug 
Martin said a lot of effort 
has been put in by the 
municipalities the new hos¬ 
pital would service (Niagara 
Falls, Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
Fort Erie, Port Colborne, 
Welland) and that he is 
thrilled his council was able 
to make this commitment.

Niagara Health System 
interim president and CEO 
Sue Matthews was also in 
attendance at the meeting 
and said the dialogue 
between the NHS and the 
Town of Fort Erie has evolved 
in a positive direction. 

"We're all on the right 
page," she said. 

Ward 4 Coun. and finance 
committee chair John Hill 
was also pleased with the 
decision made at Town Hall 
on Monday night. 

“We recognize that the 
new hospital has yet to be 
announced by Health 
Minister Deb Matthews, 
however we feel it is critical 
to demonstrate to her and all 
of the Niagara Region that 
Fort Erie is on board and pre¬ 
pared to back up their sup¬ 
port for this new hospital 
with a substantial financial 
commitment," he said. 

The terms of payment 
arrangement will be the sub¬ 
ject of budget deliberations 

Mayor Martin was among 
the five south Niagara may¬ 
ors who joined the Niagara 
Region's chairman in review¬ 
ing potential sites for the new 
hospital. He hopes the finan¬ 
cial commitment will move 
the province closer to approv¬ 
ing the much needed facili¬ 
ty- 

“The residents of Fort Erie 
deserve a new state of the art 
hospital that will provide 
them with excellent and 
accessible health care for the 
foreseeable future" said 
Mayor Martin. 

The Lyons Creek Rd. site 
has been endorsed by Dr. 
Kevin Smith who reported 
on his review of the NHS last 
year Since then. Fort Erie 
council has passed a number 
of resolutions supporting Dr. 
Smith’s recommendations. 


He hopes Fort Erie can be 
an inspiration and get the 
ball rolling with raising 
enough funds to build a new 
hospital for south Niagara.

Marissa Whalen led a 
tragic life in her two short 
years on Earth before it 
was cut short. Now her 
killer is awaiting sentenc¬ 
ing and her mother is 
awaiting trial, also facing a 
second-degree murder 
charge. 

Two agreed statements 
of fact were released 
Friday, after QMI Agency 
successfully argued against 


a publication ban imposed 
last month. The docu¬ 
ments give the public its 
first glimpse into the hell¬ 
ish life of abuse the Fort 
Erie, Ont., toddler suffered 
and what happened on 
July 29, 2011. 

Two days after her sec¬ 
ond birthday, Marissa was 
kicked in the stomach by 
her mother's romantic 
partner. Rainbow Hill, 
before being taken to a 
bathroom for a bath. 

Hill was "agitated" and 


"angered" after Marissa 
awoke with a full diaper, 
the court documents say. 

Roseanne Whalen, 
Marissa's 25-year-old 
mother, heard a "loud 
noise" and Hill yelling both 
her name and Marissa's. 

Marissa received a fatal 
injury in the bathroom. 
Hill carried the lifeless, 
dead or dying Marissa in 
her arms out of the bath¬ 
room, and Hill's stepfather, 
Patrick McKay, called 911. 
Hill can be heard on the 


recording of the call urging 
her stepfather to cancel 
the ambulance and hang 
up the phone. When police 
and ambulance responded 
anyway, Hill and others 
lied to get them to leave. 

Hill, her sister Amanda 
Dipota and Whalen 
wrapped Marissa's body in 
a blanket and garbage bag 
and later that night drove 2 
1 h hours to the Six Nations 
area, and buried her in a 
dark, secluded spot in the 
woods. 


The trio returned Aug. 3 
and dug up the child's 
remains, then removed the 
bag and blanket - which 
they later burned - and 
reburied her. 

On Oct. 8, 2011, Whalen 
reported Marissa missing 
to the police. 

Marissa suffered repeat¬ 
ed physical abuse, includ¬ 
ing having her face 
smashed into a wall and 
being force-fed. At times, 
Marissa had to be hidden 
from public view because 


reported 

repeated assaults left 
bruises her face. 

Two days prior to the 
murder of Marissa, in a 
text message exchange 
between Hill and Whalen 
about the toddler's notice¬ 
able injuries, Whalen 
warned Hill that she gets 
so angry at the child that 
she's going to end up kill-

Police and EMS won't talk publicly

The July morning little 
Marissa Whalen was killed 
could have unfolded very dif¬ 
ferently, but police and para¬ 
medics won't talk publicly 
about what happened — and 
didn't happen — until all three 
people charged in her death 
have been through court. 

Niagara Regional Police and 
Niagara Emergency Services 
paramedics were at the Fort 
Erie home the summer morn¬ 
ing in 2011 when Marissa was 
killed. But they left without 
even seeing her — lied to by 
occupants of the home about 
why a 911 call had been made 
in the first place. 

A recording of the call has 
the girl's killer Rainbow Hill 
urging the caller to cancel the 
ambulance request and telling 
the girl's mother they can 


report her missing. 

The two-year-old toddler 
died on July 29, 2011 at the 
hands of her mother's lesbian 
partner Rainbow Hill who tried 
to cancel a 911 call and then 
"coached" other people in the 
house to lie to police and para¬ 
medics about what happened, 
according to an agreed state¬ 
ment of facts submitted when 
she pleaded guilty last month 
to second-degree murder. 

Meanwhile, according to the 
court document, Marissa's own 
mother Roseanne Whalen hid 
her dead or dying daughter in 
the basement while Hill and 
other family members "orches¬ 
trated this deception" of the 
emergency responders who 
showed up. 

Denying paramedics entry to 
the Emerick Ave. apartment, 
"eliminated any possibility that 
Marissa could be resuscitated," 
the court document says. 

The deputy chief of Niagara 


Emergency Medical Services 
said he's aware paramedics 
were called to the home, but 
couldn't speak about what they 
saw or heard "without digging 
a little deeper." 

EMS deputy chief Rick Ferron 
said Friday paramedics 
responded and didn't treat 
anyone. The EMS official said 
he would defer to a Niagara 
Regional Police spokesman to 
talk to the media because the 
matter is still before the 

"I understand that's a signifi¬ 
cant piece of the evidence at 
trial," Ferron said. 

Niagara Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Rich 
Gadreau said police will with¬ 
hold comment until after 
Whalen's trial next year.

While family members 
covered for the real rea¬ 
son the 911 call was made, 
Whalen hid in the base¬ 
ment with Marissa's body. 
After police and paramed¬ 
ics left. Hill, Whalen and 
Dipota began plotting how 
to dispose of Marissa's 

They eventually buried 
her in a field near 
Ohsweken, a town in the 
Six Nations area near 
Brantford. 

Police discovered parts 
of her body buried there 
in a shallow grave on Oct. 
16, 2011,

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Horsepeople want to be 
confident about future

The future of the horse 
racing industry was brain¬ 
stormed at-length during 
a meeting in Fort Erie on 
Wednesday. 

The Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food has 
been holding a series of 
idea-pitching sessions at 
tracks across the province 
over the last week and 
dozens of trainers and 
other people involved in 
the industry gathered at 
the Fort Erie Race Track to 
submit a number of rec¬ 
ommendations of their 
own through a webinar. 

Trainers, owners and 
people with various titles 
are familiar with waiting 
on the edge of their seats 
about the future of racing 
in Fort Erie over the last 
number of years. 

When the 2013 season 
crosses the finish line, 
they will be back to to this 
stage of uncertainty, 
unless the provincial gov¬ 
ernment can find a solu¬ 
tion to keep the facility in 
business for many years to 

The general consensus 


around the Turf Side 
Restaurant inside the track 
on Wednesday, was that a 
five-year plan needs to be 
put in place. 

"You have to instill con¬ 
fidence back into the 
industry," said Jim Thibert, 
chief executive officer of 
the Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium, a non-profit 
group who is in its fourth 
year of operating the Fort 
Erie Race Track. 

He said it isn't fair for 
horsepeople to constantly 
have to wait with baited 
breath year-after-year, not 
knowing if they will be 
setting up for a meet until 
much later than what he 
considers appropriate. 

"They want to know 
where the world is going 
before they put more 
investment into their live¬ 
lihood." 

According to Thibert, 
the Fort Erie Race Track 
has lost only $8 million a 
year, compared to a $180 
million per season deficit 
that Woodbine Race Track 
has found itself dealing 
with.

Town's contribution to hospital sparks questions

Fort Erie’s generous 
and surprise $3-million 
donation toward the 
construction of a new 
hospital raises ques¬ 
tions about how they’re 
going to pay for it, the 
precedent it sets and 
why they’re even mak¬ 
ing it. 

The announcement 


came out of the blue 
Monday. Considering 
town council can turn 
the hiring of a $120,000 
chief administrative 
officer into an acrimo¬ 
nious, year-long ordeal, 
taxpayers should be 
surprised by the lack of 
public discussion about 
such a significant 
expenditure. 

Especially an expen¬ 
diture for a project that 
is not one of the town’s 
responsibilities. 

At Monday’s council 
meeting, there didn’t 
appear to be much talk 
about where the $3 mil¬ 
lion is going to come 


from. But of course we 
all know where it is 
going to come from. If 
Fort Erie spreads the 
donation over 25 years, 
it would be an average 
of $120,000 a year - an 
amount equal to about 
0.6% of the $20-million 
the town collects in 

Compared to the 
$500-million a south 
Niagara hospital would 
likely cost, Fort Erie’s 
donation would be a 
drop in the bucket and, 
at that would be a slow 
drip, if it were paid out 
over 25 years. 

Taxpayers in other 


southern Niagara com¬ 
munities should wonder 
about the precedent 
this sets. Niagara Falls 
has approximately 
twice the population 
Fort Erie does. Is the 
Honeymoon Capital 
now expected to chip in 
$6 million? Should 
Welland pony up $4.5 
million? 

Fort Erie’s largesse 
suddenly puts pressure 
on its neighbours to 
bring something to the 
party, too. It means 
pressure on other 
municipalities that are 
struggling to pay for 
the things they’re 


required to pay for - 
let alone chipping in on 
projects whose respon¬ 
sibility belongs to a dif¬ 
ferent level of govern- 

Hospital construc¬ 
tion is a responsibility 
that traditionally has 
belonged to the provin¬ 
cial government, not to 
municipalities. 

A precedent was set, 
however, when Niagara 
regional council, St. 
Catharines, Thorold 
and Niagara-on-the- 
Lake chipped in on the 
Niagara Health 

System’s $41-million 
“It’s Our Time 


Campaign” to raise 
money for new St. 
Catharines hospital. 

Of course, it’s worth 
remembering there are 
no plans to build a 
south Niagara hospital 
yet. 

It feels like yet 
another pressure tactic 
Fort Erie Mayor Doug 
Martin and his Niagara 
Falls counterpart Jim 
Diodati have concocted 
to put pressure on 
Ontario’s Liberal gov¬ 
ernment to put the hos¬ 
pital on the front burn-

I invite you to join me on 
Monday to see the flood 
damage in southwestern 
Ontario and I encourage you 
to visit farmers in Eastern 
Ontario and Holland Marsh 
in the next few days. As 
Minister of Agriculture and 
Food I hope that you will do 
the right thing for our farm¬ 
ers and make it a priority to 
meet with them and see the

"We're the better bargain," 
said Thibert, who says both 
tracks holding races literally 
at the same time doesn't 
help the overall picture.

A Niagara-based certified 
arborist says the public needs 
to be aware of the emerald ash 
borer, a wood-boring beetle 
that attacks all species of true 
ash trees. 

Andrew Cook, from 
Andrew's Tree and Shrub 
Care, is one of a handful of 
service providers who are 
qualified to inject a systemic 
insecticide called TreeAzin, a 
product that controls emerald 
ash borer in Ontario and 
Quebec. 

At Monday's council meet¬ 
ing, a letter was received from 
the Ontario Urban Forest 
Council that urges municipal¬ 
ities to petition the provincial 
and federal governments to 
address this issue more thor¬ 
oughly. 

Cook says time is running 
out and many ash trees could 
be at stake. 

"If nothing is done soon, 
you're going to see an envi¬ 
ronmental disaster," he said. 

The invasive species is 
native to China and was dis¬ 
covered in Windsor in 2002. 

Since, then it has spread to 
many other parts of Ontario, 
Quebec and 15 states.

Cook, who is also a licensed 
exterminator. 

Once infested, Cook said it 
will take a tree about two years 
until it is lifeless. 


In his opinion, it's much 
more cost effective and ei 
ronmentally-sound to protect 
trees in your property because 
they are not only valuable, but 
difficult to remove and c 
create a hazard once their life 
is uprooted. 

"It's certain death for trees 
that have emerald ash borer," 
said Cook. 

Although cases in Fort Erie 
are not yet as severe as other 
parts of the province and 
Niagara, Cook says people ir 
the area should get ready for 
the much more noticeable 
arrival that he anticipates. 

"It's on its way. It's knocking 
on the door," he said.

For Beverly Sneath, painting is a 
peaceful activity, and it’s something she 
feels she must do. 

“Sometimes it’s meditative, especially 
when I'm painting flowers, I go off into 
another world.” 

The Pelham resident, who describes 
herself as having been a "very shy” child, 
took to drawing and painting at a young 
age. 

The now 59-year-old was placed 
directly into Grade 1, without ever hav¬ 
ing attended kindergarten. 

"I was small and didn’t know the 
alphabet but I loved drawing. Kids would 
always stand next to my desk to watch 
me, but I also hid it (my work).” 

Sneath soon caught up in school, and 
during her childhood, she began to 
develop her painting skills. 

“I began oil painting at 12 and I learned 
from 'Mrs. Lewis' in her house on Hwy. 
20.” 

Sneath said Lewis was a fixture in 
Pelham whom everyone knewwellasan 
artist and she began attending art classes 
with her cousin after school. 

“I begged my dad to let me go and he 
bought me oil paints. My uncle would 
pick us up at 6 p.m. I remember I learned 
a lot from Mrs. Lewis. I learned how to 
mix colours.” 

When she works on an art project, 
Sneath usually has an idea in mind of 
what she wants to create. 

“Everywhere I look, there’s something 
I want to paint or draw. I take photo¬ 
graphs of things I want to paint and I 


hold onto them. I usually start off with a 
photograph, I copy parts of it and then I 
make part of it up.” 

Although Sneath never attend a post¬ 
secondary institution for art, she sought 
to learn more about her craft as a hobby, 
taking painting workshops as often as 
she could. She is a member of the Fort 
Erie Arts Council, the Central Ontario 
Artists Association, and the Women’s Art 
Association of Hamilton. 

Sneath says she can never stop her 
creative flow. 

"I can’t leave it alone. I really like 
watercolours for florals. I love landscapes 
and portaits. Watercolour has got quite a 
range. You can paint wet-on-wet tech¬ 
niques.” 

Sneath, who enjoys using both water¬ 
colour and acrylic paints, says she 
doesn’t prefer one medium over anoth- 

"It depends on what the subject is. For 
flowers I use watercolour and acrylics 
for landscapes.” 

She hopes people feel a sense of peace 
when viewing her works. 

“I hope when people look at my art, it 
makes them feel good.” 

The artist invites lovers of paintings to 
experience the landscapes, florals and 
portraits she created using watercolour 
and acrylic paints in art displays fea¬ 
tured at the Sanctuary Centre for the 
Arts on Ridge Rd. in Ridgeway until July 
27 and at Niagara-on-the-Lake Public 
Library on Niagara Stone Rd. in Virgil 
until July 26.

Kirkland worked for New 
York-based and world-re¬ 
nowned photographer 
Irving Penn after barraging 
him relentlessly with letters 
asking for work. 

In 1957, he got his foot in 
the door in the Big Apple 
and created a one-year 
timeline to do something 
big with his photography 
skills. 

"If not, I would come back 
to work at my dad’s clothing 
store in Fort Erie,” he says. 

His career developed, 


going from freelancer to 
shooting for Look Magazine. 
Look used him to shoot its 
25th anniversary cover fea¬ 
turing Monroe. 

Later, Kirkland teamed up 
with Niagara native James 
Cameron for the film Titanic. 
His promotional shots were 
used around the world. 

While he’s known for his 
celebrity work, he enjoys all 
forms of photography — 
nature to still-life. 

It has been more than 10 
years since he returned to 
his childhood home, now 
owned by the McCallum 


family, but Kirkland says 
not much has changed.
